w]MARK TUCKER’S STATE CAPI- 
+} TOL NEWS LETTER. 

One of the big questions remaining 
before the legislature is the pro- 
posal to submit to a vote of the peo- 
ple of the state a proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution authorizing 
issuance of $20,000,000 of bonds for 
the purpose of constructing school 
buildings. If the Solons vote to sub- 
mit this question to a vote of the peo- 
ple, an election will be held on the 
school bond amendment the second 
Tuesday in January, 1928. Bills pro- 
viding for submission of the pro- 
posed amendment to a vote of the 
people have been introduced in both 
houses, and have been favorably re- 
ported by committees in both house 
and senate, ‘The measure has the 
support of the administration, 

Friends of the bond amendment de- 
clare that its passage is necessary to 
launch an adequate school building 
program in Alabama. While the leg- 
islature has raised the money already 
for maintenance and operation of 
schools on an increased seale and for 
longer terms, the need of money for 
permanent improvements and eree- 
tion of modern school buildings is 
still keenly felt. Under the proposed 
amendment, $200,000 of the bond 
money will be spent for permanent 
construction and improvement of 
public schools in every county of the 
state. With a total of sixty seven 
counties, this means that $18,400,000 
of the bond issue will be accounted 
for in this way, by equal division 
among the various counties. The 
balance, $6,600,000, will go for per- 
manent improvements and construc- 
tion of buildings at the state’s higher 
institutions of learning, which have 
long been in need of funds for car- 
rying on a building program. The 
proposed amendment provides that 
one mill of the two and one-half 
mills ad valorem tax now levied for 
general purposes shall be set aside as 
a sinking fund to retire the school 
bonds. It is expressly provided that 
the school bond issue shall not be 
constructed as authorizing any in- 
crease in the rate of taxation. The 
proposed amendment further provides 
that the bonds shall bear a rate of in- 
terest not greater than five per cent, 
and be sold at not les sthan par 
value.

Hopes of friends of the double pri- 
mary for restoring the old system of 
a second run-off primary went glim- 
mering in the Senate Friday.. Oppo- 
nents of the double primary mus- 
tered fourteen votes, against thirteen 
for friends of the old system, It is 
believed that this vote, recorded on 
an important test of strength, will 
end all chances of enactment of a 
a double primary law at this session. 

Friends of the second primary 
system displayed parliamentary abil- 
ity of no mean order in their effort 
Iriday. A bill providing for a sec- 
ond primary, in cases where no can- 
didate gets a majority in the first pri- 
mary, had passed the House sometime 
back, and been sent to the Senate. 
In the Senate, however, it went to 
the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, which rendered an adverse re- 
port on the bill. To take the meas- 
ure off the adverse calendar requires 
the vote of a majority of the total 
membership of the Senate, or 18 
votes, the membership of the Senate 
being 85. At Friday’s session, Sena- 
tor Teasley, of Montgomery, sprang 
a surprise by introducing a brand 
new double primary bill. Lieutenant- 
Governor W. C. Davis referred the 
bill to the committee on privileges 
and elections, the same committee 
which had already adversed the dou- 
ble primary bill passed by the House. 
Teasley moved to re-refer his bill to 
the judiciary committee, which is 
friendly to the double primary. By 
sending the bill to this committee, 
friends of the double primary would 
get it favorably reported by the 
committee, and would thus avoid the 
necessity of mustering 18 votes to 
take it off the adverse calendar. 

The fight Friday was on Teasley's 
motion to take the bill away from 
the hostile privileges and elections 
committee and send it to the friendly 
judiciary committee. Senator Ellis, 
of Shelby, moved to table the motion 
to rerefer and on roll call the motion 
to table carried by one vote, 14 to 13. 
‘his action leaves the Teasley bill in 
the hands of the committee on priv- 
ileres and elections, which has al- 
ready adversed the House double 
primary bill.
